The evidences of the utter worthless­ 
ness and inutility of emigration to that 
country are cumulative, and iucreas- 
ing dally. 


A Glance at the Situation. 
The San Francisco Call makes a 
very correct suggestion when it re­ 
marks that there will be a strong de­ 
mand from New York or New Eng­ 
land for the Presidency. It Is true 
that “the four more prominent candi­ 
dates now in the Republican field are 
Messrs. B l a in e , M o r t o n, C o n k l in g , 
and B r is t o w . Vice-President’s W i l ­ 
so n’s death left the smart ex-Speaker 
J a m e s G. B l a in e as the only very 
prominent Representative of New 
England in the race for the Republi­ 
can uomiuatiou. 
And as New Eng­ 
land has one-tenth of the population 
and more than oue-tenthof the wealth 
of the whole country, and has had no 
President since the time of P i e r c e , 
the local pride of that influential sec­ 
tion now comes to back the ambition 
of this Maine candidate. And though 
Connecticut advances the name of 
J e w e l l ,and together with Massachu­ 
setts talks daily more strongly for 
B r is t o w , yet there is little room for 
doubt that the delegates from the 
New England States will give a large 
majority of their votes for B l a in e in 
the Cincinnati Convention.” 
This 
is the Republican situation. The cur­ 
rent of popular sentiment in the Dem­ 
ocratic party is plainly tending daily 
more strongly towards T il d e n . There 
is somewhat of a feeling manifested in 
favor of Mr. T h u r m a n of Ohio, but 
we thiuk that will merge into a com­ 
promise between the East and the 
West; the latter taking the Vice-Pres­ 
idency. The Pacific slope has a large 
amount of material to select from,and 
such a choice can with a good degree 
propriety be expected to receive a cor­ 
dial recognition and support from the 
party. 


The Fourth in San Francisco. 


San Francisco is making elaborate 
preparations for the celebration of the 
Oentenuial Fourth of July. 
One fea­ 
ture that is mentioned in the address 
of General Co ey will be a novelty to 
everybody, for there are not probably 
two dozen people here who have seen 
shot fired from heavy ordnance: It is 
the announcement that a shotted sa­ 
lute will be fired from the fifteen inch 
guns on the earthworks back of Fort 
Point, the objective point being the 
face of the face of the cliff opposite 
the Fort; the guns at Black Point and 
Alcatraz will also send their ¡shot at 
the same point—a cannonade such as 
could ordioarily be seen only in actu­ 
al war. To this will be added the 
practice of Major H a sb k o u c k’s Bat­ 
tery from the plateau of the Presidio, 
the guns being trained on the same 
object, or directed at a buoy in the 
water; the Gatling Guns will accom­ 
pany the field pieces in firing at ob­ 
jects 1,500 yards distant. The people 
will be drawn to the bills surrounding 
the Presidio by the parade of the State 
troops for review and sham battle at 
the Presidio, and the roasting of 
beeves to feed the multitude. A grand 
parade of socitie9 and military on the 
Fourth, with ingenius features to be 
contrived by the Grand Marshal; re­ 
gatta in the afternoon; ball in the eve­ 
ning; toichlight procession the night 
before; concerts, orations, sermons, 
illuminations—everything to make 
the ordinary celebration swell into a 
four days’ glorification and give a 
chance for the escape of the patriotic 
feeling which will at that time be at 
fever heat. Success to the Centennial 
Celebration on the Pacific coast, says 
the Alta. So say we all; and if any of 
our citizens wish to be especially en­ 
thused on this “great and glorious oc­ 
casion” let them go to San Francisco 
and be filled with patriotism. 


A New State Proposed. 
There are in the District of Colum­ 
bia about one hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand people, and among them enough 
negroes to control an election. In 
view of this fact Senator M o r t o n pro­ 
poses the passage of an enabling act 
to allow the admission of the District 
as a State, for no other purpose than 
to secure two more Republican Sena­ 
tors—and possibly negroes at that. 
There is a mean spirit of demagngue- 
ism and selfishness in this movement, 
quite characteristic of its author. His 
ability cannot be questioned, but the 
measure is too transparent not to be 
appreciated by all who read, and evi­ 
dently shows the partisan object of 
the Republican majority in the Sen­ 
ate. The same effort has been repeat­ 
edly made in Colorado under the aus­ 
pices of the Republican party during 
the last ten years, and in every in­ 
stance failed until tiie passage of the 
enabling act by Congress. The Re­ 
publicans have lost their control in 
the House of Representatives, and 
now seek to engineer a movement 
through which will give them a check­ 
mating power in the Senate. This is 
the enly motive for the endeavor, and 
there seems to be a grave doubt as to 
the constitutionality of such a proce­ 
dure. This is a similar movement to 
that of the admission of Nevada. For 
the same purpose the end was accom­ 
plished, and for years, with a small 
aad toiling population, she struggled 
under a debt that was oppressive. It 
is true that to-day she is free from all 
iucumbrances, and In every respect 
prosperous, but this result has been 
the consequence of the Providential 
developments of her then latentwealtb. 
Her present position is not the result 
of tbeactiou of the Radical party. The 
opening up of the bonanza has en­ 


riched the entire coast; but under the 
original pressure of political thral­ 
dom that State endured severe hard­ 
ships, and yet virtually she is to-day 
under a despotism such as no other 
State endures. The same oppressions 
exist, and possibly in a worse form; 
for she has been compelled, while the 
people are in the mass Democratic, to 
submit to the outrage of being repre­ 
sented in the United States Senate by 
a Radical non-resident, simply be­ 
cause he has money to buy a seat. 
Worse misfortunes than this will be­ 
fall the District of Columbia under 
Statehood. 
There is a possibility of 
the representation of the Anglo Sax­ 
on elemeut being entirely crowded 
out by the negro, and irresponsible 
legislation ensuing. 
It is about time 
that a check was given to this parti- 
zan legislation. 
Regard for party of 
late seems to transcend the value ol 
country. It will be a serious error 
if Senator M o rto n succeeds in 
his schemes. 


A n Insidious Enemy. 
If the H e r a l d had indulged in one 
tenth of the unfriendly criticisms on 
the Santa Monica railroad and filled 
one tenth of the space with exulta­ 
tions our blackmailing and malicious 
suits brought against that corporation 
that have appeared in the columns of 
the Express within the past few weeks 
relative to the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, that paper would have denounc­ 
ed us as an enemy to the best inter­ 
ests of the Southern California and 
the wearer of “ S t a n f o r d ’s collar.” 
It is however gratifying to know that 
the people of Los Angeles who have 
seen this community spring from an 
apathy that it seemed impossible to 
shake off, into active life; wbo have 
fouud themselves lifted from compar­ 
ative poverty to a degree of wealth 
they hardly hoped to attain; who see 
their town rapidly attaining the di­ 
mensions of a city second only to San 
Francisco in commercial importance, 
through the direct influence of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad; do not 
share the feelings manifested by our 
evening cotemporary nor endorse its 
animadversions on that corporation. 
They fully understand that it

system 
now being 90 rapidly developed by 
the Southern Pacific Railway Compa- 
uy that we are indebted for what we 
are. Climate, soil und geographical 
position have done much for Los An­ 
geles valley, but the railroad has 
brought these advantages into promi­ 
nent notice and advertised their mer­ 
its. 
The railroad has more than 
doubled the taxable property of the 
city aud county. The railroad is 
pouring and will continue to pour into 
tliis valley the wealth and population 
so much needed to convert our natur­ 
al advantages into commercial com­ 
modities. The railroad has placed us 
a score of years in advance of the posi­ 
tion we should have occupied without 
it. These are facts willingly admit­ 
ted by all intelligent unprejudiced citi­ 
zens aud we lepeat them in refutation 
of the sneers and inunendoes of a 
journal that permits its prejudice to 
force it into the position of an enemy 
to an enterprise that will make us 
great and wealthy despite ourselves. 
The recital of these truths will procure 
for us from the Express a repetition 
of the oft repeated charge of being a 
corporation organ, but we care not for 
this so long as we utter facts which 
all know to be facts and do not hesi­ 
tate to endorse as such. 


The G alled Jade W inces. 


The amount of cheek, to use a vul­ 
gar term, that the Republican party 
exhibits passes all understanding. 
A day or two ago the Union League 
club of New York met at their palatial 
abode, and passed a series of resolu­ 
tions deprcating the existence of fraud 
in official circleB, and bemoaned the 
sad and corrupt condition of the times.

The 
tragedy arose from scurrilous reports 
iu circulation by La Creveceur regard­ 
ing the young man Gates, who attack­ 
ed La Creveceur with a shot gun, 
shooting him once in the faceandotice 
in the back with buckshot and then 
discharging three shots from his re­ 
volver into the body. La Creveceur 
had a wife and six children who were 
in the house at the time of the shoot­ 
ing. Gates mounted his horse and 
started towards 8an Bernardino say­ 
ing he was going to surreuder himself 
to the authorities, The wife placed the 
body of her husband in a wagon and 
started for 8an Bernardino about dark 
last night. Eater—It is reported that 
Gates was arrested last night while 
walking the streets of San Bernar­ 
dino. 


It is now said that th^six compa­ 
nies in 8an Francisco propose to dis­ 
courage Chinese emigration to this 
State by refusing to ship goods from 
China in vessels carrying upwards of 
100 Chinese passengers. This is a sort 
of modification of Senator Sargent’s 
suggestion, which was that no vessel 
should be allowed to land more than 
ten Chinese passengers iu any of the 
ports of this country. 
The Committee of the French Be­ 
nevolent Society, who had the man­ 
agement of the picnic on Sunday last, 
return their thanks to the citizens of 
Los Angeles who participated upon 
that occasion. 


Odd Fellows. 
The reports submitted to the Grand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows just adjourned 
iu San Francisco, show that there are 
at present 229 Lodges in California, 
with a total membership of 19,342. 
Thirteen new Lodges were chartered, 
and 1,973 idiiiates were added to the 
Order during the last year. The num­ 
ber of weeks sickness among the fra­ 
ternity for which benefits were paid 
during the year was 11,094; the num­ 
ber of brothers to whom benefits were 
paid was 2,035, and the total sum paid 
in benefits was §98,620. There was 
paid for the relief of families of de­ 
ceased brothers the sum of $17,306; for 
the burial of the dead, §17,605; for the 
education of orphans! §1,058; for chari­ 
ty, $12,285. Total amount paid for the 
beneficial and benevolent purposes of 
the Order during the last year, $146.­ 
875. The total amount of the assets of 
all the Lodges of California is $1,220,­ 
302. The average expense per mem­ 
ber during the year past was $14 83, 
and the average receipts per member 
during the same period, $21 68. This 
is a very healthy showing.

SUICIDE. 


W lllln m W o r k m in . o f th e

s e l f ' t h r o u g h th e H e a d . 


Mr. Jackson, an employee on the 
ranch of Win, W orkman, came in 
from the Puente last night, arriving 
at 11 o’clock, and bringing I lie intelli­ 
gence of ihesuicide of Wm Workman, 
late of the firm of Temple & W orkman. 
Iu the haste of his departure for the 
city Mr. Jackson brought only the 
most meagredetails of the unfortunate 
affair. 
I t seems, however, that the 
deed was committed about 9 o’clock in 
tlie evening, the old man placing a 
pistol to his head and shooting him 
self dead on the spot. 
The cause will 
of course he assigned to the recent 
business complications of the Bank 
in which Mr. W orkm an was a large 
owner. 
Latterly, as the afiMrs of the 
bankrupt concern were narrowed down 
to foreclosure and sale, the unfortu­ 
nate old mail doubtless despaired of 
saving anything from the wreck, and 
the crisis was precipitated. Although 
tlie deceased paid but little or no indi­ 
vidual attention to financial matters, 
and was seldom seen iu tlie city, We 
believe lie bears tlie reputation of an 
honest and upright man. 
While his 
untimely death by his own hand can­ 
not affect seriously tlie closing up of 
the complicated bank affairs, it will 
yet be 
seriously regretted 
by all 
classes of our citizens. 


A Suicide. 


About 2 o’clock on Tuesday after­ 
noon a m an named W illiam Geluk- 
meyw, a native of Hanover, aged 
about 39 years, committed suicide jxt 
Moore’s lodging house, First street, by 
taking a large dose of strychnine. Be­ 
tween two and three months ago Ge- 
lukm eyer lost bis right arm, in con­ 
sequence of tlie wheel of a railroad car 
passing over it. He had been in tlie 
County Hospital until a short time 
ago. 
W hen lie left that institution 
lie went to the railroad officials to see 
if they would do anything for him, 
bvt they declined to aid him. This 
apparently operated on his mind, and 
lie has since been regarded as half de­ 
ment d.
